An equally striking observation was made 
the other day by an informed American just 
returned from Britain, who said it is impossible 
to buy a commercial airplane there; the factories 
are all busy making war planes, except one 
which is turning out machines for the trans- 
Atlantic service to be started shortly. 

Another hint to the same effect comes from 
London in a despatch saying the Government 
has placed an order for sixteen bombing planes 
with an Amsterdam firm, the hundred per cent 
output of the British factories not being suffi- 
cient to bring the defence forces up to the re- 
quired standard within the time limit set. 

War may or may not be started in Europe. 
If it is not started, the credit will be due to the 
Government and taxpayers of Great Britain for 
piling up overwhelming armaments on sea and 
in the air. Having tried in vain to establish 
peace by leading the nations in disarmament, 
John Bull has evidently made up his mind to 
out-build the continental countries so fast and 
so far they will either go broke trying to catch 
up or stop talking war for their own safety. 


THE “MORE MONEY” QUESTION 

There will be a “full dress” debate when the 
House of Commons gets around to a motion 
placed on the order paper by Mr. Blackmore, 
Social Credit leader: “That the Canadian Gov- 
ernment forthwith commence to create and issue 
purchasing power.’, All the champions of 
tightened belts for other people will be there, to 
laud the “soundness” of deflation and the up- 
lifting influence of poverty upon the masses. 

There may be some surprises on the other 
side. It would not be matter for great wonder if 
resolution carried, with amendments to make 
clear that to “create” means to monetize, and 
that to “issue” did not mean to hand out money 
to everybody for not 
ither Major Do disciples, nor 
who have stolen name of his theory 
while repudiating the theory itself, have any 
monopoly on the idea that the Government 
should regulate the supply of money: nor on the 
that the supply in Canada should be sub- 
ly increased at the present time. Gov- 
it regulation of the supply was implied 
the Bank of Canada was brought under 
effective control; there was no other logical 
reason for doing that 

The Government thereby secured the power 
to “create” purchasing power, in the sense of 
monetizing the wealth of the country. If that 
power were exercised, the wa} would be opened 
for a wholesale refunding of the public debt by 
equitable and non-confiscatory means. The pre- 
sent bond-holders could be offered their choice, 
to accept bonds present day rates of interest 
or to accept their money. That is the fair and 
effective to put through a large scale re- 
funding oy tion. And without refunding, 
what chance of a balanced budget?

Dizziness Annoying 
Symptom 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
When you are dizzy, objects near you seem 
to be whirling around, the floor tilts under your 
feet and you have a disagreeable sensation of 
reeling. While dizziness may last for only a 
second, a severe attack may remain for some 
time and may be accompanied by other symp- 
toms, such as faintness, black 
spots before the eyes, and a 
sickening sensation in the pit 
of the stomach. 
A temporary dizziness may 
come from looking down 


from a height, or a scare 
which startles you, or may re- 
sult from being rapidly 


whirled around. However, the 
dizziness which is of interest 
to most patients is due to an abnormal condition 
of the body and is of the type which returns, 
and causes the patient to suffer from dizzy 
spells at various times. 

So many causes of dizziness exist that it is 
impossible to tell offhand what is the exact 
cause in any particular case without knowing 
more than the mere fact that the patient be- 
comes giddy. I do not encourage my readers to 
try to diagnose the cause of their attacks for 
themselves, but advise them to have an ex- 
amination made by a doctor who will be able 
to find out why the dizziness is appearing and 
whether it is a serious symptom of whether it 
means ltttle and may be relieved by simple 
treatment. 

Most cases of vertigo come from some dis- 
turbance in the digestive organs or the biliary 
tract, including the stomach, intestines, liver 
and gall-bladder. The one who is bilious or who 
is going through the type of internal revolution 
commonly called “indigestion” if often annoyed 


by dizziness. Likewise, the presence of con- 
stipation, with its attendant absorption of

DAY sport history will be made in Canada and the locale will be 

the Macdonald Hotel here, at which representatives of the Calgary 
Lethbridge, Medicine Hat and other western boxing and wrestling com- 
Missions will meet as the guests of the Edmonton Commission for the 
purpose of forming a Western Canada Boxing and Wrestling Federation 
Assurances have also been received that the commissions of Manitoba 
Saskatoon, Regina, Moose Jaw and Vancoaver will join heartily in the 
federation as members, although their finances at “present are not strong 
enough to allow them to send representatives to today's meeting. 


This will give Canada its first really representative boxing fed- 
eration—an organization big enough to bring boxing out of the rut 
in which it has been wallowing for years. Its first objective should 
be taking this sport out of the hands of the racketcers and giving it 
back to honest fighters and promoters. 


Racketeers, mostly minor chiselers, moved in on boxing when they 
Pealized that there was no control body large enough to hamper them 
When a commission in one city got wise and clamped down on them 
they simply moved to another place and started in again. The simplest 
method of controlling these gyp artists and crooked fighters is by mak- 
ing it necessary for every fighter, promoter and second to hold a license 
card from the federation. The cost of these cards need only be fifty 
cents or a dollar, but the person to whom it is issued will have to keep 
his record spotless or he wil! promptly lose the card. The card should 
have a space on which a small photo of the holder is pasted

side—be it gyping on the payoff, taking a dive. failure to appear 
when scheduled to, jumping of contracts or any of a host of similar 
things—then the commission immediately concerned should hold a hear- 
ing of the charges and send its recommendation and the evidence to the 
executive of the federation. The federation could then suspend the 
guilty party for such time as they thought fit, or ban him indefinitely 
Notification would be sent to all affiliated commissions, and the sus- 
Pensions honored. 


This is the only sort of rigid control which will restore the pres- 
tige of boxing. As this Prestige is restored, every fighter, Promoter 
and person concerned will benefit. Those who have been starving 
trying to play the game fair and square, while racketeers Prospered, 
will finally come into their rewards, 


The next point to be considered by the Federation is that of doing 
everything possible to make boxing profitable for the right sort of peo- 
ple. The sport can not thrive unless it is financially profitable. Ex- 
horbitant license fees must be cut down. Ten or fifteen dollars is plenty 
for fights that gross only four or five hundred dollars. In many western 
cities, pro fighting and wrestling pays a license fee many times greater 
n proportion to ihcome than any other business. License fees should 
be looked on as merely a source of control yielding enough revenue to 
meet the administration costs.

N addition to providing control and reducing the costs of staging fights, 
the Federation should consider ways and means of stimulating at- 
tendance. The most effective means within its power is that of cleaning 
up the present championship morass.
